1 . The above-identified application was filed in the United States Patent and 

Trademark Office by the firm of Brinks, Hofer, Gilson, and Lione on 

January 20, 2004. 



2. The application as filed included checks for $946 and $40; a Transmittal 
letter, in duplicate; a 64-page application; 27 sheets drawings; a 
Declaration; two identical CD-roms containing computer source code; a 
Permit to File Abroad; Assignment Recordation Sheet; an Assignment; a 
preliminary amendment; and a postcard evidencing receipt.
